Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1 - 13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art discloses motion sensing devices used for generating music, the prior art does 
not disclose the use of plural thresholds wherein music is edited when a signal is 
determined to be above two thresholds and acoustic effects are applied when the signal 
is above a first threshold and below a second threshold. The Examiner maintains that 
for editing to occur, music must be previously composed. Therefore, the instant 
invention is not a music composition method (or apparatus) per se.
